firms of the country, including

large railroad 
companies.

were supplemented by data showing 
the changes in naval 
organization 


since the beginning of the navy after 
the revolutionary war.

commission extracts from the writ- 
ings of eminent authorities on 
the 


science of warfare, French, German, 
British and American, tog^jaer with 
letters from officers of the Russian

which -were largely responsible for 
the Russian defeat.

AN ARREST ON SUSPICION 


Victim Disappeared Shortly After Her 


Arrival In Dayton to Seek Employ- 


ment—Fourth Mysterious Killing of 


Young Women Which Has Mysti- 


fied the Authorities of Ohio City— 


Many Detectives Hunting For Clues 


Dayton, O., Feb. 6.—The body of 


Lizzie Fulbart, aged 18, of Vandalia, 
was dragged out of a cistern in the 
rear of a vacant house here last even- 
Ing. She has always borne a spotless 
reputation at her home.1 She came 
to this city on Dec. 29 to look for 
employment and was staying with her 
aunt, Mrs. Deeters. 


The discovery was made by Charles 


O. Waver, a contractor, who was 
employed by the owner of the Mat- 
thews residence to prepare the resi- 


—dence for occupancy. 
He at once 


notified the police. 


The body was badly decomposed and 


discolored and the features are almost 
unrecognizable. 
The 
face 
shows 


bruises and other evidences of vio- 
lence are plainly visible. 
A burlap 


bag enshrouded the upper portion of 
the body. The steel cover of the cis- 
tern is about 
eighteen 
inches 
in 


diameter and was fitted closely over 
the opening. 


Adam Fulhart, brother of the dead 


girl, is confident that she had no ac- 
quaintances In the city and is unable 
to advance any theory which would 
throw any light on hi3 sister's terrible 
fate. 


The girl left her aunt's home in the 


morning in search of work and was 
expected to return at noon. The fact 
that she failed to do so indicates that 
the crime must have been committed 
In broad daylight and that she wag 
enticed into the vacant house and 
there murdered. 


Albert Wilkie, employed at a sew- 


ing machine factory, 
was arrested 


last night on suspicion. Wilkie was the 
sweetheart of the murdered girl, but 
says he has not seen her since she 
came to the city on Dec. 29. 


With the death of Lizzie Fulhart, 


four girls have been killed in Dayton 
In the last three years. In no case 
Is it certain that the guilty person 
has been brought to justice. 
Only a 


little over two weeks ago 
Mary 


Forschner was found dead 
on 
the 


outskirts of the city. The others who 
have been murdered are Dona Oilman 
and Anna Markowitz. 
On the neck 


of each were the finger 'marks of the 
murderer. 


Dona Oilman, 20 years old, was 


killed on the night of Nov, 20, 1906. 


Anna Markowitz, the second victim, 


was choked to death in a thicket not 
far from that in which the mutilated 
body of Dona Oilman was found, the 
night of Aug. 5, 1907. A month later 
Layton Hines was arrested. 
He is 


now serving a^life sentence 
In 
the 


Ohio penitentiary. 


Next to die came Mary Forschner, 15 


years old, and 
very -pretty. 
Her 


father found her maltreated body hid- 
den in the rear of Grafton Kennedy's 
stables. Arrests made have come to 
naught. 


Chief Alaback has detailed twelve 


of his best detectives on the Forschner 
case and he will detail still more 
of his detective force to this latest 
tragedy. 


STORM IN THE SOUTH 


Twenty Persons Probably Killed and 


Widespread Damage to Property 
Louisville, Feb. 6.—The death of 


probably twenty persons, the loss of 
hundreds of. thousands of dollars in 
property, and the crippling of many 
telegraph wires resulted from a series 
of small tornadoes which swept the 
south centra] states from the Ten- 
nessee line to the Texas Pan-Handle. 


The storms were accompanied in 


most cases by haij, darkness, terri- 
fic lightning and sheets of rain.. 


Most of the towns where losses of 


life accurred are off the railroads, so 
that news from them has been coming 
In slowly.

Assist- 
ing Miss Cahall in the task of smash- 
ing the bottle of champagne on the 
bow of the Delaware and naming the 
huge hull was Miss Hazel of Dover, 
Del. , a niece of Mrs. James Pen- 
newill, a sister-in-law of the gov- 
ernor. 


Despite the agitation of the temper- 


ance societies of Delaware to have the 
state's namesake christened with wa- 
ter, the customary bottle of cham- 
pagne played its usual sacrificial part 
in the launching of the Delaware. 


State's Leading Men Present

representatives in the national legis- 
lature and the members of the state 
legislature, as well as a large number 
of prominent citizens of Dover, Wil- 
mington and other piaces, were pres- 
ent to see the batleship take the wa- 
ter.

be a first class armored battleship of 
20,000 tons displacement.
